It is a 
noble trait of human nature, the long- 
ing to know if General Washington 
swore when putting on tight boots, or 
glowered like a thunder-cloud when 
the wife of the Father of his Country 
failed to make the coffee to his taste. 
A wish to know the private habits of 
celebrated journalists and how they 
came to enter the fascinating profes- 
sioz,1s one of the commonest har- 
bored in the breast of the humble.

DIONYSIUS DALZIEL, 


ex-proprietor of the now dead San 
Francisco Mail. His rise is the more 
extraordinary from the circumstance 
that a more unprepossessing little per- 
son that the “Gaspergoo,” as he is 
called by his friends, could scarcely 
be found confined anywhere. He is 
now only about twenty-six years’ of 
age. The gentleman is round should- 
ered, having little chest, but a grow- 
ing girth, owing to gluttonous habits. 
A short body and very long thin legs 
never fail to suggest, in connection 
with the knowledge that he inhabited 
Australia for a time, the kangaroo. 
The nose of the little man is hooked 
and prominent, betokening his Jewish 
bl A long, drooping blonde 
moustache, large blue eyes as opaque 


a8 gooseberries, and fair, straight hair 


in the middle and plastered 
down upon his forehead, complete an 
ensemble that many a hard-up man in 
San Francisco would like to catch by 
the collar. Although belonging to 
rather a good family, Dalziel is a 
grossly ignurant man, being unable to 
write a paragraph, and speaking the 
language with amazing incorrectness. 
Yet this little fellow, with nothing 
but his cheek for his capital, arriv 
in San Francisco after a hasty depart- 
ure from Australia, where he had suc- 
ceeded in marrying Miss Dickie Lin- 
gard, the actress, a very estimable 
young lady, and within two mouths

by issuing adaily paper. As Dalziel 
had no more knowledge of newspaper 
work than the antipodean animal 
which he resembles, the first num- 
bers of the Mail were fearful, almost 
criminal affairs. In a little while, 
however, he secured the services of 
capable men and the Mail — a 
reasonabl newspaper. very- 
a fA sot to leara that Mark 
oar ane pre stock- 
brokers, were ing this odd impor- 
rith unlimited coin.

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sational plan. He had a monkeyish 
love of mischief and to be able to 
‘take the dem scelp hoff” an_ official, 
or startle some family of position by 
dragging their skeleton out of its 
closet and rattling its bones in the face 
ef the world, gave him a sense of 
power that tickled his vanity. Sen- 
sationalism, when properly done, 
always pays, and as Dalziel had, per- 
haps, the body of writers in the 
city, whenever a season of literary riot 
was proclaimed the boys went at it 
with the delight which only a news- 

per man knows and ‘“‘gave the 
Blasted ell” in a. way that 
roused the town and increased the 
Mail’s circulation greatly. But Dal- 
ziel was, to add to his other attractions

and while his malicious little soul 
would lead him to print the most ag- 
gressive articles, his terror for the con- 


sequences betrayed him into the most 
absurd conduct. The writer remem- 
bers being in the business office one 
day when the paper had been particu- 
larlylively and personal. A well-known 
merchant of the city entered on some 
business matter. Dalziel was behind 
the counter. He did not know the 
visitor and turned pale instantly. 

“Ig Mr. Dalziel in?” asked the mer- 
chant ina gruff way that was charac- 
teristic of him. 

“No I ’aven’t seen him haround ’ere 
to-day.” 

The merchant stared. a 

“I think,” continued Dalziel ‘‘thet 
Mr. Delziel has gone hover to Hoak- 
land.” 

‘‘By Jove you know,” said the little 
man when the puzzled merchant went 
out, ‘‘thet chep wanted to give me a 
hidin’. I twigged it the hinstant my 
heye fell on im, beged.” 

A few days afterwards he related to 
the writer, with tears of delight in his 
blue expressionless eye the sequel:

He didn’t say anythin’ 
more, but the beggar knew I was lyin’ 
alltime. Oh, my ged, but it’s the 
best lark I hever see !” And Dalziel 
roared with laughter. 

He did this sort of thing repeatedly, 
and would lie always in the most fool- 
ish way. It never seemed to concern 
him- whether people discovered his 
falsehoods ten minutes after they were 
uttered. When cornered and proved 
to be a liar, he merely laughed, as if 
his character for cleverness had been 
enhanced. This, joined to an uncon- 
querable disinclination to pay a bill, 
even when his pockets had been filled 
with money for that purpose, explains 
why the paper had no credit. The re- 
porters of other newspapers can al- 
ways hire carriages when it is neCesary 
to do so, on an order on the office, 
scribbled on a lef of their note-books. 
But the Mail scribes could never take 
a ride without paying coin in advance.

Mr. Smith, gratefol and ashamed of 
his previous heat, thanks the polite 
Mr. Dalziel and departs at double- 
quick for his money. The instant he 
is out of the door and down stairs, 
the proprietor of the metropolitan 
daily which cost the McDonalds 
per month, turns the bell crank of 
telephone, gets the return signal

A fright- 
ful toady, he groveled before Dalziel, 
and that impish gentleman enter- 
tained himself by inventing new deg- 
radations for his slave.

The day of reckoning 
came. Mark McDonald found that 
the Mail had helped materially to 
prevent him from being elected to the 


Senate, and both he and his brother, 
Jasper, learned that their reputation 
as business men had suffered greatly 
by reason of their having been in- 
duced for a whole year to bolster up a 
fool who neutralized the efforts of a 
dozen good journalists to make the 
Mail a success. Supplies were with- 
drawn. The paper died. The Me- 
Donalds got aset of falsified books 
and a lot of type and office furniture, 
worth perhaps $500, for an outlay of 
over $60,000. The Australian jour- 
nalist returned to New York owing 
everybody, and was arrested twice on 
the overland trip upon suspicion of 
being Mailim, the embezzling book- 
keeper of L. P. Drexler & Co., of Vir- 
ginia City. The mistake was natural, 
His wife has returned to the stage, so 
there is no danger of his starving until 
he can find another rich victim to 
start him again in journalism.

And Tells About His Share in the 
Bannock Outbreak.

The Shoshones Faithitul to the Govern- 
ment—The Novel Adea of Justice 
in Treatment of Indiaas—Why 
the Indian does not Ad- 
mire the “White 
Soldier.” 


Eprror Gazerte— Dear Sir: Think- 
ing that any matter relating to our 
late Indian troubles, and shewing the 
fidelity of some of our wards would 
be interesting to many of your readers 
who live in the vicinity of Indian 
tribes, I forward to you for publica- 
tion a copy of remarks made by Cap- 
tain Sam, an intelligent and discreet 
Shoshone Indian. They will be found 
profitable reading, also, to many of 
your subscribers who are farther away 
and just at this moment, when there 
is an indiscriminate feeling in many 
localities against Indians, I think it 
but fair to give the red man a hear- 
ing. I trust, therefore, that you will 
find the article worthy of notice.

On August 9th our reservation was 
visited by}Pee-sent-yi, or Captain Sam, 
an influential Shoshone Indian of Duck 
valley. This man seems actuated by 
the finest sense of honor and friend- 
ship, is mild-mannered, intelligent, 
independent; never asking for things, 
and in his talk about the Bannock out- 
break evinced the clearest knowledge 
of the situation. He foresees the ne- 
cessity of working like white men for 
a livelihood, and wants to settle down 
permanently with his people. I ap- 
pend some of his remarks, which were 
given with an earnestness that befitted 
the oecasion. 

I told him I would like to know all 
he was aware of concerning

in his own words, and in his own way. 
He preceded his remarks by the exe- 
cution of an accurate map of the lo- 
calities involved during the hostilities. 

Pee-sent-yi—Bannocks came to sce 


me and told me they were going to 
war with the whites, and told. me the 
whites would never secure to us a res- 
ervation, and that we would be disap- 
pointed. Other bands, who had come 
from different localities, talked the 
same way tome. They said: ‘ You 
will never make happy homes in Duck 
valley. You had better join us and 
fight. All the tribes will join us, 
and make war against the whites If 
you will not join us, not come with us, 
you can go on in your Own way, and 
we, who number ten or twelve tribes, 
will come down here and kill you all, 
taking your ponies and squaws; then 
we will

clean as far as te California, where we 
shall go, killing all the white people 
we meet. You are not a white man, 
though you think so; you cannot farm; 
and when we come back we will de- 


stroy all the whites whom we missed 
on vur going, divide both sides of the 
world, and kill the balance of the In- 
diaas who did not unite with us. We 
will not see you if you join with the 
white men (meaning they would make 
no discrimination). They will not 
give you anything. You do not talk 
the truth, and if you talk so I will 
smack your mouth, and will kill you 
first if you join with the white men.” 
This they said when I told them it was 
no good to fight the whites, and that 
the whites would destroy them. They 
said the same to Nachez when they 
talked to him. Told him he muat not 
talk; he had the same black skin as 


themselves, and must do as they were} 


doing. Otherwise they would kill 
him. : 


I TOLD THE BANNOCKS 
we made a treaty with the govern- 
ment; we promised that when another 
tribe got up 4 war against the whites, 
we would warn the government of 


their hostile intentions, and now I and | his

After the Bannocks had taken their 
leave, I selected five men to look 
around and re if they saw any 
ee around to make us 
trouble, enableus to guard against 
their movements.

So, after a time, the 
Bannucks went back to where they 
started from. 

When the war first broke out,

close by us moved to our neighborhood, 
and their stock ate up all I and my 
people had planted. 
farm. They turned in their horses, 
and all was eaten close off the ground. 
I had forty-four lodges, and we kept 
guard to secure these people and their 
property against the enemy. For 
three nights and three days my eyes 
were open, watching for the bad In- 
dians. The white men gave my peo- 
ple plenty of flour and nine head of 
beef cattle. 

What I know [ tell to you so you 
can know and tell how faithful my 
people are to the white people. They 
came to us for protection and found 
it, just as they did in the Modoc 
troubles. 

If the government will compel its 
white citizens to 


TREAT INDIANS JUSTLY, 
and allow no abuse of them, there will 
be no danger of trouble. We all live 
in one world, and can get along with- 
out rubbing hard against one another, 
if we only do what is right, but some 


white men are bad, and force the In- 
dians te do violent things in defense, 
and then charge the Indians with un- 
provoked depredation and outrage. 

I have good feelings and yood sense. 
I learn to do what the Great Spirit 
will be pleased with, and do not be- 
lieve in cruelty and torture. When 
the Bannocks threatened me, I told 
them if they killed me they would eat 
me, but if I killed any of them I 
would let them lie where they died. 
My nature is different from theirs, and 
[ would not kill a man, unless to pro- 
tect my family, myself or my prop- 
erty. 

When war time comes, I like the 
white soldiers; but if they come into 
my country I want them far away 
from my camp, as they destroy our 
women. I would not like soldiers to 
be over us, as they bring in whisky 
and give to the Indians, and then 
drunkenness prevails among us, and 
everything goes wrong. We kill each 
other and do many bad things, our 
women lose their virtue, and all that 
is good departs. 

His manner in utterance was that of 
an impassioned orator, and I much re- 
gretted that we were unable to take 
down his exact words; but I was com- 
pelled to use a Pah-Ute interpreter, 
whose knowledge of our language was 
limited to the words actually necessary 
to carry on a talk. Pec-sent-yi is evi- 
dently full of christian instincis, and 
a good example, not only among his 
own people, but for some of us who 
have whiter skins.

CRIME AND CRIMINALS. 


How the Different States Stand—Con- 
vict Labor. 


F. B. Sanborn has been collecting 
facts regarding crime and criminals in 
the United States. The number of 
convictsis now twice as great as in 
1871, the relative figures heing 31,000 
and 16,000. The greatest increase is 
in Geergia, Tennessee and several 
Western States. The number of, per- 
sons in prison as convicts, or awailing 
trial is 60,000, of whom less than one- 
sixth are women. About 10,000 of 
the whole number are in New York 
and 4200 in Massachusetts, where the 
proportion of prisoners to the popula- 
tion is greater than in any other part 
of the country. In the South the 
higher prisons are generally made self- 
supporting by the labor of the convicts 
who are leased to contractors, who 
may employ them anywhere in the 
State. In Arkansas the contractor 
pays nothing but meets all expenses, 
In Tennesse, Georgia and Mississippi 
stated sums in money, besides ex- 

nses, are paid by the contractors. 

fr. Sanborn figures as follows: ‘The 

general result of the labor of con- 
victs in the State prisons of thirty- 
seven States (for Telaitaive has no 
central prison) falls $1,250,000 short 
of the earnings requisite to support 
the 29,000 convicts iu those prisons 
last yeur. The sum, divided among 
an average of 29,000 State prisoners, 
gives an average cost of something 
more than $43 a year for each con- 
vict. If we add the sum paid for the 
support of short sentenced prisoners 
in jails, the total cost of the 60,000 
persons in prison througeuht the year 
1877 would probably exceed $5,000,- 
000 o¢ something more than $80 a 
year for each prisoner.”

The Little Draymaa in St. Louis, 

St. Louis, August 22.—Kearney 
and party reached here at 9 o'clock 
this morning. No arrangements had 
been made for a reception, inasmuch 
as the Socialists and Greenbackers 
seem to be inharmcnious in this sec- 
tion. The news of the arrival of the 
agitator soon spread, and preminent 
members of both wipygs flocked to see 
and get him compromised to each par- 
ticular faction. Even a Democratic 


delegation, headed by Senator Ladue, 
of Missouri, strove te get him to make 
a Democratic speech; to all of which. 
Kearney answered: ‘Gentlemen, I am 
here 1n the interest of no class or fac- 
tion but the workingmen. Pool your 
issues and come to hear me to-night.” 
Among others who called were ex- 
Mayor Brown, of St. Louis, and sev- 

eral ex-Judges. Notwithstanding the 
fact that no announcement of the 
meeting had been made, except in an 
crete paper, an immense gathering 
took place, and the audience was very 
enthusiastic. Kearney spoke an hour 
and three-quarters. Near the close of 
his speech the temporary platform on 

which he was standing in Lucas Mar- 
ket Square gave way, precipitating 
the crowd on it some six feet to the 
ground. Kearney grasped one of the 

corner posts, and with one foot on a 
projecting timber, clinging like a sailor 

to a mast, concluded his speech smid 
wild applause. The vote was unani- 
mous to pool issues. A collection of 

$21 was taken up for expenses. He 
leaves for Cincinnati in the morning, 

where the greatest preparations are 

being made. 


Yellow Fever Notes. 
Cuicaco, August 23.—The most 
harrowing reports of the spread of 
that dreadful scourge “Yellow Jack,‘ 
continue to be received from the 


South. The following have been re- 
ceived to-day: 

The yellow fever has broken out at 
Senatobia, Miss,, and all the people 
are leaving. 

New cases at Memphis on 22d, 51 
and 10 deaths, and increase. 

A death has resulted at Louisville, 
Ky., from the fever . 

At Vicksburg there are over 300 
cases, On the 22d, up to 3 P. m., there 
were 50 cases and 10 deaths. The 
fever is attacking the negroes. 

Nashville is, as yet, free from the

At New Orleans on the 22d, from 
noon to 7 Pp. m., 60 new cases and 10 
deaths were reported. 

At Port Eads, the total cases to date 
are 53; deatlis, 8. 

Port Gibsen, Miss., has 90 cases and 
has asked for nurses. 
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DELEGATES AND CONVENTIONS. 

In the absence of a direct vote, 
delegated powers must stand for the 
acts of individuals. When the voter 
selected his candidate as well as the 
party, the power of government was 
transferred directly to the officer-elect 
from the people whom he was to serve. 
This made it difficult for the people to 
shirk the responsibility for any evils 
which followed, and yet it was also 
easier for the voter to decide against 
his own interest. There was no ade- 
quate system which could mark the 
progress of public desires toward ful- 
fillment. It was all done at once, and 
the people were, by their direct act, 
either betrayed or protected. John 
Hopkins came before the people and 
said what he would try to do. Mr. 
H. was then elected or defeated upon 
these issues, coupled with his personal 
name and fame. The politician was 
merely engaged for his ability and 
record before the people, to repeat the 
political betiefs and intents of his can- 
didates. There was no machinery to 
take place of many men. The ballot 
was the implement which, in the 
hands of citizens, struck directly at 
the political structures of party or 
faction for their up-building or de- 
struction. 

Poiitics and political methods have, 
however, passed, under the process of 
division, into a system. Labors polit- 
ical are now divided and classed 
and the processes of delegation nomi- 
nation and election are nicely joined 
together as a party machine which 
has ne power and strength to 
remove the artisan farther from the 
result of his work. This machine is 
as strong when reversed as in forward 
action, and we want te make the 
point that in its complexity ,few among 
the mass of American citizens under- 
stand the different processes, the for- 
ward and backward movements, 
through which a political result is 
finished and given to the people for 
their inspection, There is no way in 
which the finished product of a cam- 
paign can be changed back to its orig- 
inal condition. The result of fair bal- 
lot which puts public enemies in office 
can be traced back to the people, but 
the people can never follow their 
initiatory acts through this machine to 
the legislative and executive acts 
which directly contravene their in- 
terests. For example: You might 
never convince Mr. Jones that 
he voted for railroad subsidies, and 
for the depression which appalled the 
commercial interests of our nation, and 
gives the lie to the promises of years. 
And yet Mr, Jones did vote for that 
very thing at some time during his 
life, and ignorance, carelessness, poor 
judgement and the excuse of being be- 
trayed will not excuse him or his kind. 
If he put an honest vote in the primary 
box then this machine has changed it 
into an instrument to do him evil. 
However, the voter helped to make 
the machine, so he is still responsible. 
We are not trying to show the desire- 
ablity of returning to primitive meth- 
ods so much as the ease with which 
system can pervert the truth as well 
as maintain it. The party machine 
must be started properly or the grist 
which is returne# to the people will be 
bad. The machine is set in motion at 
the primary, this material makes dele- 
gations which in turn make conven- 
tlous, the proxy crank here intervenes 
~~» make combinations, and these pro- 
duce candidates, which are glaring 
examples of treachery and incompe- 
tency,or the servants and defenders of 
the people. | 

A large minority which is always 
unrepresented or rather missrepresent- 
ed, can always see the evils of dele- 
gated powers, and it should hence be 
the effort of every organization to se- 
cure the fairest choice of delegates. 
_ We regard the plan now proposed in 


| Republican Convention this year, and 
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n. | the leading organ of Democracy in this 
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can not be despised, and should not 
be given to any one manin a conven- 
tion. Conventions never nominate 
without combinations and thirty-seven 
votes which is a representation of only 
2500 voters, means compulsory combi- 
nation, which will rule an entire con- 
vention. 

In this discussion we are not oppos- 
ing any one candidate, but in our 
humble opinion, defending the most 
important vote which is left to the 
people, and seeking a full and fair ex- 
pression of the public will) Men will 
use power, aad great power in one 
man’s hands is not a safeguard for the 
people. We have seen that ignorance 
often votes against self, and that party 
machines often misinterpret honest 
wishes; that the party machine, rightly 
started, is an aid to public desires, and 
hence we urge upon managers and 
voters the desirability of an honest 
and unbiased choice at the primaries. 
The vote for delegates is now the 
highest privilege which is vouchsafed 
to an American citizen. Itis his duty 
to defend the ballot box in its purity, 
with the strength of an American; and 
that purity is gone when a few men 
dictate the first returns... He must 
then vote for combination results, or 
against the principles which form his 
creed. A fair choice is always a just 
delegation.

Eprror Gazetre :—I am a former 
Renoite. I am now in the county 
jail. Were I to mention my name it 
would surprise you. I was a respect- 
able man in Washoe, and I am a re- 
spectable man here, although a pris- 
Oner with short heir. It wili be a 
year before I can return to Reno. 
Would to heaven I had never left it! 
There are four of us in the cell. A 
burglar, a sneak thief, a garroter and 
@ man convicted of assault. The last 
is your correspondent. When I left 
Reno I did not intend to stay in this 
city half so long as I am now com- 
pelled to make up my mind to do. 
Thefhell-bound newspapers here (all 
subsidized bond-holders), refuse to 
publish the story of my infamous 
wrongs. I have become a Kearneyite 
since my incarceration, and, as the 
Workingmen are a power in Reno, | 
am sure that you will not dare decline 
to give me space in your columns. 

I took the train at Reno on the 
22d of May last, and arrived here on 
the 23d. After stopping one night at

Afterwards I had 
reason to know that my fatigue was 
so overpowering that I did not even 
wait to take off my clothes before 
throwing myself upon the bed. I did 
not know how long I had slept when I 
was awakened by that 
. MOST HEART-RENDING OF SOUNDS 
—an insulted woman’s voice. I have 
since been informed that I had slept 
barely two hours. I thought it mid- 
night, however, and started up in bed. 
“Begone, sir!” cried the voice. 


Then came a sort of smothered scream, 
followed by the agonized but virtu- 
ously indignant exclamation “Unhand 
me, Villain! Unhand me! Ah, my 
God, my brain reels!” 

**Not so fast, not quite so fast,” said 
a deep, masculine voice, with such 
perfect calmness as could belong only 
to a practiced villain.

THE CASE OF LOUDERDALE. 


Dr. Bishop’s Singular Behavior—An In- 
: vestigation Needed. 


is behaving in a very singular manner 
about the case of E. A. Louderdale, 
the man who jumped or fell from a 
window of the county hospital. When 
a GazETTE reporter interviewed the 
doctor about the matter the day after 
its occurrence he was answered that 
nothing of the kind had happened, 
The gentleman appeared in a long 
card the other evening and reviewed 
the whole circumstances of the case, 
stating it substantially as the GazETTE 
had done. The only new matter in 
the doctor’s card was the statement 
that he had not known of Louderdale’s 
exit from the window when spoken to 


by the reporter. The ill-natured tone 
which marked the gentleman’s card 
was wholly uncalled for. No one, 
that we know of, has accused Dr. 
Bishop of having thrown Louderdale 
out of the window. In this morning’s 
Journal the county physician is once 
more to the front attempting to 
prove that it would have been ‘‘sense- 
less and useless” to have held an in- 
quest, as the man had banged himself 
around so recklessly in the hospital 
that it would have been impossible to 
tell whether injuries thus received or 
the jump from the window had killed 
him. This is decidedly new matter. 
If Dr. Bishop had been aware that 
delirious patients are allowed to fa- 
tally injure themselves in ths hospital 
he has been criminally negligent of 
his dutg, both asa man and county 
officer, in not bringing the matter be- 
fore the proper authorities. It is not 
to the point that Dr. Bishop does not 
consider himself ‘in charge of a jail, 
and therefore does not guard the indi- 
gent sick as a Sheriff would.” He 
should guard the indigent sick a great 
dea] more carefully than any Sheriff 
would. Because a man is sick and 
indigent, that is no reason why he 
should be permitted, while out of his 
head, to attempt suicide in our coun- 
ty hospital. The GaAzETTE was in- 
clined to look very charitably upon 
this business, as its manner of treating 
the case heretofore has shown, and 
never accused’Dr. Bishop of anything 
more serious in connection with it 
than endeavoring to keep the matter 
from public notice. We have even 
apologised for the hospital steward, 
pointing out that one man can not 
attend to an institution of such size 
and at the same time sit up night and 
day with delirious patients. It was 
the steward’s statement which the 
GAZETTE gave to the public and 
which roused Dr. Bishop's wrath. 
Dr. Bishop’s wrath is nothing to us 
and nothing to the public. Since the 
gentleman shows such a remarkable 
amount of temper about the matter, 
we suggest that the County Commis- 
missioners institute a thorough exam- 
ination, not only into the Louderdale 
case, but the whole management of 
the hospital. When the simple re- 
port in a newspaper that a man 
jumped or fell from the window — 
which cannut be denied—raises such a 
flurry, the suspicion is justified that 
the more publicity given the doings 
at the county. hospital the better. 
Regarding another statement of Dr. 
Bishop’s—that he went to the County 
Commissioners after Louderdale’s 
death and urged the necessity of pre- 
paring a room for all such cases, we 
only know that Mr. Hymers, Chair- 
man of the Commissioners, first learn- 
ed of the window incident from a 
GAZETTE reporter on the day the ac 

count appeared in these columns.

LONG VALLEY. 


Location—Farming Lands and Crops, 

Froma gentleman just returned from 
Long Valley, we glean these few 
items: The valley to which allusien is 
made lies principally in Lassen 
county, Cal. It is for the most part 
a succession of single-ranch valleys, 
with few ridges intervening until one 
has reached the lower end of the val- 
ley proper. At a point, therefore, 
about forty miles north of Reno, the 
traveler, disappointed with the section 
through which he has passed, reaches 
the top of a low ridge, and finds to 


his delight a valley two or three miles 
wide by six to eight long, containing 
rich pasture and grain land, segregated 
into large, fine ranches, on each of 
which there are comfortable houses, 
the homes of well-to-do farmers. To 
the right rise more or less abrupt 
mountains; far ahead stretches the 
valley, even to the low partial water- 
shed which divides Long Valley from 
the larger valley of Honey Lake. To 
the left is a high range of well-tim- 
bered mountains, the haunt of deer, 
bear, grouse, quail, hare, etc., and the 
principal source of the water supply 
of the valley. Long valley creek, a 
stream for the most part dry during a 
portion of the summer, courses through 
the eastern side of the valley. The 
altitude of this valley is about 4500 
feet above the sea level. The soil is 
in part alluvial, in part fine gravel 
land intermixed with clay. Such soil 
will produce good crops, and we were 
not surprised that a handsome yield of 
grain and hay are annually obtained 
therefrom. Among the fine ranches 
which we visited are those of Albert 
Ross, the Evans Bros., Robt. Ross, 
McKissick’s and Berry’s ranch. The 
citizens we found hospitable men and 
women, of more or less culture, and 
surrounded by many of the best com- 
forts of life.
